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15 HELD HOSTAGE . . . 
1,280 Riot 
At Prison 


New York UP) — Tough, long-term con- 


victs rioted at Attica State Prison Thursday 
and after a day of fighting, burning and 
negotiating 1,280 inmates had control of 31 
hostage guards and a portion of the red-brick 
maximum security prison. 


They also wrung from the state a promise 


of no administrative reprisals against the 
rioters, which meant that they would not be 
subject to direct punishment by prison officials, 
but still are liable for violations of the penal 
code. 


At least 11 guards were injured in the 


battling which was carried on with fists, clubs 
and other hand-wielded instruments. Law en- 
forcement officers employed teargas, but no 
shots were fired in the prison. 


The hostages, 31 guards and four shop 


foremen were kept out of sight for the most 
part, but a doctor who got a look at them 
said they were "in reasonably good shape. 
a few bumps, cuts and bruises," a prison 
spokesman said. 


The inmates took over much of the prison 


in the initial outbreak against unarmed guards, 
but were pushed back to a single cellblock 
and yard as armed reinforcements moved 
against them during the afternoon. 


Late in the day, with the sun sinking through 


a haze of smoke and tear gas, State Correc- 
tions Commissioner Russell G. Oswald \\ent 
before the massed, shouting inmates in a 
prisonyard attempt to end the revolt. 


Oswald's confrontation was said by an aide 


to have had a calming effect on the rioters. 


At an earlier point, state police paired two 


by two and under orders to give no quarter 
stormed into the prison and recaptured three 
of four inmate-held cellblocks. They moved 
beneath a pall of smoke from the chapel, 
carpentry shop and other areas put to the 
torch by the rioting felons. 


"The place is blowing up," a guard was 


quoted by a woman clerical employe, evacuated 
from behind the walls at the height of the up- 
rising. 


The rioting was believed to have stemmed 


from a Wednesday night attack on a guard, 
which landed a prisoner in solitary. At its" 
outset, it involved an estimated 500 of Attica's 
2,254 inmates. 


In late afternoon, the rioters launched a 


counterattack in an 
effort 
to retake the 


cellblocks from officers. Gas masks, a sub- 
machine gun, a rifle with telescopic sights 
and tear gas grenade launchers were included 
in the lawmen's armory. The rioters' only 
known weapons were their fists and their 
clubs.

To Blame for foil Deaths

In a letter to Nebraska Indian Com- 


missioner Robert B. Mackey, Gov. J. 
James Exon concluded that the deaths 
of four Indians in the Alliance jail 
cannot be attributed "in all justice" 
to one person or group. 


"The investigation indicates," Exon 


said, "that the four tragic deaths of 
Nebraska Indian citizens in the 
Alliance jails are not the result of 
intentional or unintentional criminal 
negligence." 


"Rather, I must conclude," Exon 


said, "that these four deaths give 
tragic testimony to the socio-economic 
condition that bears so heavily upon 
our Nebraska Indian citizens. 


"In my report to you on Sept. 1, 


I had concluded that our entire system 
relative to the Nebraska Indian stands 
indicted. These deaths bear witness 
to that proposition and are obviously 
symptomatic of the real causes involv- 
ed." 


Exon called the conditions in the 


jails "not desirable" and said he has 
directed Crime Commission Director 
Duane Nelson to provide all the 


technical expertise they might need 
in improving conditions. 


To alleviate the situation, Exon said 


Judge Robert Moran of Box Butte 
County has instituted new jail rules 
involving 
24-hour 
surveillance 
of 


prisoners and said the feasibility of 
a television monitoring system is being 
looked into. 


The investigation was initiated by 


Exon two months ago after Irene 
Blackfeather became the fourth Indian 
to die in the Alliance city and county 
jails in less than a year. 


Although 
the 
cause 
of I r e n e 


Blackfeather's death was listed as 
bronchial pneumonia caused by cir- 
rohsis, the other three deaths were 
"apparent suicides." 


The other three were Joe No Leaf, 


who died on Dec. 31, 1970; Arthur 
Jean Black Horse, who died on Oct. 
30, 1970; and Chillo Whirlwind Soldier 
Swalley, an 18-year-old who died on 
June 28 of this year.

Hurricane Fern Near Galvesf on 


G a 1 v e s o n, Tex. (/P) - Hurricane 


Fern lashed the coastal area with 
heavy, driving rains Thursday night 
as she moved toward shore after losing 
some of the blustery winds built up 
at sea. 


"She 
barely has hurricane force 


winds now," said Dave Benton, chief 
meteorologist for the National Weather 
Service here. 


Fern's winds dropped from 90 miles 


per hour to 80 m.p.h. Thursday after- 
noon. When her vanguard began raking 
the Texas mainland Thursday night, 
winds dropped to from between 70 and 
75 miles per hour. 


As the front edge of the storm began 


moving ashore, heavy rains hit the 
flat, coastal area, with weathermen 


predicting as much as four to eight 
inches of rain before Fern dies. 


A Coast Guard cutter searched 17 


miles offshore for a shrimp boat which 
reported it was in distress. 


The Galveston causeway was to be 


closed, although the San Luis Pass 
Bridge remained open b e t w e e n 
Galveston Island and Freeport. These 
two are the only bridges to Galveston 
Island. 


Winds at the Galveston airport were 


gusting to 65 miles per hour as the 
storm began moving ashore. Winds in 
the Houston area, 50 miles to the north, 
were gusting to between 35 and 40 
miles per hour.

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


From all reports, a lot of people didn't take too kindly 


to the Leonard Bernstein Mass staged for the inauguration 
of the Kennedy Center for the Performing Arts in Washington, 
B.C. One in that negative group was Harold C. Schonberg, 
critic for The New York Times. 


In his account of the performance, Schonberg tells his 


readers of one point in the Mass where the "celebrant g o e s 
mad. He breaks the cross, despoils the altar, rids himself of his 
vestments.'' 
. 


This is at the point where the Mass implores 'Give Us 


Peace" The call for peace is then passed on throughout the 
worshippers and "the audience is suffused with peace and 
love,1' writes Schonberg. He said the Bernstein Mass offers 
a sentimental response to great problems of our time. 


Abandoning even any thought of objectivity, Schonberg wrote: 


"The serious musical content is pretentious and thin, as thin 
as the watery liberalism that dominates the message of the 
work. At the end, both music and text descend into a slick 
kind of bathos. 


"For love and brotherhood of man will not solve our pro- 


blems. Better housing, jobs for everybody, and adherence to 
the Bill of Rights will do a lot more. 


"Anyway, the ones who talk loudest about universal love 


are generally the ones who are the greatest haters. At times 
Mass is little more than fashionable kitsch. It is a pseudo-serious 
effort at rethinking the Mass that basically is, I think, cheap 
and vulgar. It is a show biz mass, the work of a musician 
who desperately wants to be with it. So this Mass is with 
it — this week. But what about next year?" 


Through the review of the Bernstein Mass, Schonberg has 


presented some sobering thoughts, which is the proper role 
of the critic. Art forms, after all, are supposed to be social, 
political and economic action tools, not merely something for 
our entertainment. 


When art descends totally to the level of entertainment, 


it has lost the essence of its being, its sustenance of continuing 
life. Religion is not an art form, or at least it has not until 


' recently been considered as such, but the same thing applies 
to it. 
. 


It is not a diversionary thing or a means of entertainment. 


Rather, it is an active tool for the shaping and forming of 
human society and it is because it has failed at this that 
it is now in such desperate circumstances. 


For many, the answer, the way to rejuvenation, lies in 


the modernization of religious institutions. They seek a kind 
of plastic surgery that gives a good surface appearance but 
changes nothing that lies, within. 


Isn't this what so many of our young people have seen 


and have come to complain about? Isn't this why so many 
of them have drifted away from the religious moorings to 
which their parents had blithely anchored them, never dreaming 
that the anchor would slip? 


Specifically, what Schonberg talks about are the front-pew 


parishioners who go home and castigate their neighbors, condemn 
minority groups, cheat on their income taxes, gyp their insurance 
carriers and devote every moment of their lives to the pursuit 
of their own selfish goals and objectives. 


He talks about the man who stands firm against poverty 


but who thinks the answer is for the poor to lift themselves 
up by their own bootstraps. Or, he might be talking about 
the guy who thinks the current wage freeze is fine, except 
for the gross injustice it is working on him. 


Benstein's Mass might have been an extravaganza, and 


even if it were a successful one, did it make a different 
person out of anyone in its audience? That is where it really 
' counts and where all the institutions are counted. 


What religions make better people and what elements of 


each religion are contributing factors to this? That is the 
'"measure which needs to be applied, not how colorful, fashionable, 
loud or anything else the religion might be.

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One Mayor, Or Eight? 


The relationship between Lincoln's City 


Council and the mayor's office has varied 


• over the years according to the personalities 


of the officeholders. Although there have been 
disagreements in the past, one would have 
to thoroughly check the Lincoln history books 
to find as disagreeable a relationship as that 
exists between the Los Angeles City Council 
and Mayor Yorty. 


But Lincoln municipal government has one 


thing in common with every other city in 
the country — the tendency for a number 
of council members to want to share the 
mayor's chair. 


The wish to assume executive authority 


has been manifested of late in council debate 
over the c r e a t i o n of a board to oversee 
operations 
of the 
Lincoln 
Transportation 


System. The council Tuesday tabled action 
on 
an 
ordinance 
establishing 
a 
b u s 


transportation board after deadlocking 3-3 on> 
a proposed amendment to the ordinance. The 
issue will apparently be resolved only by 
a full seven-member council. 


At issue is how strong a role the council 


should play in administering the new bus 
system — precisely, how much control it 


should have over the appointment and removal 
of the system's manager. 


At least three council members, Merle 


Hale, Dick Hartsock and Bob Sikyta, feel 
that the council and the mayor jointly should 
vote on the appointment or removal of the 
bus system's general manager. ''The removal 
power is the issue. We should keep control 
over removal," Hale said. 


Helen Boosalis and Steve Cook — joined 


by Richard Baker on the amendment vote 
— feel, however, that the removal of a bus 
system manager, as with other city depart- 
ment heads, is an administrative function of 
the mayor's. They support an amendment 
to the bus ordinance providing that 
"a 


manager may be removed from office only 
after a resolution of the transportation board 
calling for such removal has been approved 
by executive order of the mayor." The council 
would not take part in the removal. 


Mrs. Boosalis, as in the past, is again 


on hand to remind some council colleagues 
of the intent of the City Charter and of 
the fact that the strong mayor form of 
government was approved by a vote of 
people of Lincoln.

Frank, Candid Opinion 


Sen. 
Edmund Muskie, on the campaign 


trail in California, made a statement which 
will be subject to considerable interpretation. 
People will make exactly what they want 
to out of it. 


At present the leading contender for the 


Democratic presidential nomination, Muskie 
said at a private meeting with leaders of 
the black community in Los Angeles that 
he was being "frank and candid" and not 
expressing his personal feelings when he said 
a ticket with a black vice presidential can- 
didate could not be elected next year. Sup- 
posedly an off-the-record meeting, the com- 
ment nevertheless was leaked to the news 
media. 


But, 
in all fairness, he also said such 


a situation was wrong, but that he believes 
it is a political reality. And, "America is 
a country where a black man should be eligi- 
ble for consideration." Further, that his opin- 
ion was "subject for reassessment as time 


grows on."' 


Sen. 
George McGovern's 
reaction 
to 


Muskie's comments, that he was surprised, 
should also be examined. McGovern, the only 
declared candidate for the n o m i n a t i o n , 
hopefully was not attributing anything racist 
to Muskee, but probably was surpsied that 
Muskie even said it at all. 


It can be surmised that Muskie was asked 


by black leaders about the chances for an 
integrated ticket, perhaps even urged to select 
a black running-mate if nominated. And 
Muskie, if he is essentially political enough 
to survive, would have to answer bluntly that 
a black vice presidential candidate would lead 
to the defeat of the ticket. 


Muskie, in his positions as both a cand- 


idate and as a molder of opinion, might have 
been better off had he not given his opinion 
on the subject. But he was speaking, he 
thought, under secure circumstances. And, as 
he said, it is a political reality.

And the first most obvious 


thing about him that he fits 
exactly Varner's prescription 
for what the campus needed in 
an academic administrator. 


He is 47, a scholar of some 


renown and a dean with former 
experience as president of a 
small state college. 


During the weekend's events 


(slightly dampened because the 
impending appointment leaked 
out a couple of days in ad- 
vance) there was not a word 
said that indicated disapproval 
of 
Zumberge 
— 
at 
least, 


nothing that I heard in and 
around the Student Union on 
the day of the appointment. 


Some were withholding com- 


ment, to be sure, but none was 
saying ''no" to the man. Only 
dissatisfaction came from a 
couple of people, 
including 


Regent Bob Prokop, who said 
they believed more candidates 
should have been interviewed. 


What is evident 
is 
that 


Varner has succeeded in fin- 
ding a man who fits into a 
developing pattern in college 
and university administration. 


It's an "inside" man — 


"outside" man pattern which 
Varner appears to be 
at- 


tempting here, and one which 
might 
lead 
to 
fewer 
ad- 


ministrative 
problems 
than 


universities have suffered in 
the past. 


As the Lincoln campuses 


"inside" executive, Zumberge 
will have to have the respect of 
his faculty and the trust of his 
students, as well as some ex- 
perience as an administrator. 


The respect of the faculty 


should come with Zumberge's 
reputation as a scholar. 


He has an impressive list of 


publications, including a widely 
used textbook, and he has made 
a name for himself as an ex- 
pert on glaciers, an interest 
which led him to leadership 
roles in several expeditions to 
the antarctic. 


It's 
also 
important 
that 


Zumberge has been the dean of 
a 
new college 
of 
"earth 


sciences" in Arizona and has a 
solid background in 
water 


resources and soils studies 


Varner has already made 


moves 
in the 
direction of 


establishing a university effort 
in the environmental fields. 


Straight out of the leadership 


of an environmental college at 
the 
University 
of Arizona, 


Zumberge will undoubtedly be 
able to supply leadership to 
move 
Nebraska 
into 
that 


developing discipline. 


Zumberge has also given 


evidence that he can work with 
students. 


At 
Grand 
Valley 
State 


College in Michigan, he had 
what he called a "hotline"' to 
students so that he might keep 
in close contact with student 
concerns. 


"We've got a good thing 


going with the y o u n g e r 
generation," he told a news 
conference. ''We ought to im- 
prove it." 


Perhaps lesser known is the 


fact that the Zumberges have 
provided a home to as many as 


three students (they have lour 
children of their own) recently 
in Arizona. 


He ought to at least know 


what the kids are thinking by 
now, and that can't hurt him. 


Those qualities-^respect of 


faculty (and ability to attract 
qualified new faculty mem- 
bers) and 
understanding 
of 


students-provide just the right 
combination for an "inside" 
man as a part of a team that 
includes an "outside" man. in 
Varner. 


It leaves Varner to work with 


the regents, legislators, the 
governor, alumni and citizens, 
while giving the campus what 
it needs — strong academic 
leadership. 


Undoubtedly, Varner will 'be 


looking for people with similar

LONDON — These are hard 


days on Uncle Sam. In Asia, 
the Old Gentleman is denounc- 
ed as an imperialist, and in 
Europe as an isolationist. One 
place it is said he is too rich 
and powerful, the other that he 
is too poor and tired to play his 
historic role in the world 


In Peking and Moscow, they 


say they want him to go home, 
and in Tokyo, Bonn, Paris and 
London, they're afraid he will. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
voices 
of 


America shout at him 'both to 
stand steady and pull back, and 
President Nixon, tugged this 
way and that, does one thing 
one day and another the next, 
trying to keep some kind of 
balance. 
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Well, if it's any consolation to 


the President — and it pro- 
bably isn't, — the leaders in 
Peking and Moscow have some 
of the same political problems, 
only — and it's a big difference 
-r- they don't have to explain in 
public what they do.

Republic has recently been ex- 
plaining to the Chinese officials 
why it invited President Nixon 
to Peking after denouncing his

governments seern to be mov- 
ing their politicians and not 
their military divisions around, 
and this is not a bad ex- 
change.

If you wander around the 


capitals of the world these days 
and listen to the propaganda 
and watch the people, one thing 
is fairly clear. All governments 
are in trouble. 


They cannot deal with the 


complexities of modern ife or 
mcci the expectations of their 
people, try as they might, 
whether under the Democratic, 
socialist, or c o m rn u n i s t 
systems. There are simply too 
many problems, but it is easy 
to find excuses or devils, and 


the most prominent of these 
now is Uncle Sam. 


He is the British John Bull of 


the last age. He has political 
and economic interests all over 
the world. What he does to de- 
fend his interests in Asia hurts 
his interests in Europe. When 
he tries to establish normal 
relations with Peking, he is 
accused of dumping Chiang 
Kai-Shek on Taiwan and being 
hostile to the Soviet Union, and 
even indifferent to the interests 
of Japan.

All 
this 
makes 
for 
big 


statements by politicians out of 
the world capitals and big 
headlines in the press, but their 
statements sound more impor- 
tant than they actually are. 


The important thing now is 


that all the major governments 
sense that they are moving into 
the world beyond the disputes

Vietnam, 
and

trying to find out, by a series of 
diplomatic 
visits,

The communist governments

Meanwhile, there is the most 


intense discussion among the 
financial experts of all the 
major trading nations about the 
organization of a new monetary 
system in the world. Much 
more than is generally realiz- 
ed, private talks are in pro- 
gress about the practical pro- 
blems of international trade 
and finance, and about the 
common interests of the major 
trading ations rather than their 
differences. 


So there is a basic difference

From all rep orts, a lot of p eop le didn’t take too kindly 
to the Leonard Bernstein Mass staged for the inau gu ration 
of the Kennedy Center for the Performing Arts in Washington, 
D.C. One in that negativ e grou p was Harold C. Schonberg, 
critic for The New York Times. 
In his accou nt of the p erformance, Schonberg tells his 
readers of one p oint in the Mass where the “celebrant 
g o e s 
mad. He breaks the cross, desp oils the altar, rids himself of his 
v estments.” 
. 
TT 
This is at the p oint where the Mass imp lores 
‘Giv e Us 
Peace ” The call for p eace is then p assed on throu ghou t the 
worship p ers and “the au dience is su ffu sed with p eace and 
lov e,” writes Schonberg. He said the Bernstein Mass offers 
a sentimental resp onse to great p roblems of ou r time. 


Abandoning ev en any thou ght of objectiv ity , Schonberg wrote: 
“ The seriou s mu sical content is p retentiou s and thin, as thin 
as the watery liberalism that dominates the message of the 
work. At the end, both mu sic and tex t descend into a slick 
kind of bathos, 
“ For lov e and brotherhood of man will not solv e ou r p ro­ 
blems. Better hou sing, jobs for ev ery body , and adherence to 
the Bill of Rights will do a lot more. 
“ Any way , the ones who talk lou dest abou t u niv ersal lo\e 
are generally the ones who are the greatest haters. At times 
Mass is little more than fashionable kitsch. It is a p seu do-seriou s 
effort at rethinking the Mass that basically is, I think, cheap 
and v u lgar. It is a show biz mass, the work of a mu sician 
who desp erately wants to be with it. So this Mass is with 
it — this week. Bu t what abou t nex t y ear 
Throu gh the rev iew of the Bernstein Mass, Schonberg has 
p resented some sobering thou ghts, which is the p rop er role 
of the critic. Art forms, after all, are su p p osed to be social, 
p olitical and economic action tools, not merely something for 
ou r entertainment. 
★ 
When art descends totally to the lev el of entertainment, 
it has lost the essence of its being, its su stenance of continu ing 
life. Religion is not an art form, or at least it has not u ntil 
recently been considered as su ch, bu t the same thing ap p lies 
to it. 
It is not a div ersionary thing or a means of entertainment. 
Rather, it is an activ e tool for the shap ing and forming of 
hu man society and it is becau se it has failed at this that 
it is now in su ch desp erate circu mstances. 
For many , the answer, the way to reju v enation, lies in 
the modernization of religiou s institu tions. They seek a kind 
of p lastic su rgery that giv es a good su rface ap p earance bu t 
changes nothing that lies within. 
Isn’t this what so many of ou r y ou ng p eop le hav e seen 
and hav e come to comp lain abou t? Isn’t this why so many 
of them hav e drifted away from the religiou s moorings to 
which their p arents had blithely anchored them, nev er dreaming 
that the anchor wou ld slip ? 


Sp ecifically , what Schonberg talks abou t are the front-p ew 
p arishioners who go home and castigate their neighbors, condemn 
minority grou p s, cheat on their income tax es, gy p their insu rance 
carriers and dev ote ev ery moment of their liv es to the p u rsu it 
of their own selfish goals and objectiv es. 
He talks abou t the man who stands firm against p ov erty 
bu t who thinks the answer is for the p oor to lift themselv es 
u p by their own bootstrap s. Or, he might be talking abou t 
the gu y who thinks the cu rrent wage freeze is fine, ex cep t 
for the gross inju stice it is working on him. 
Ben stein ’s Mass migh t h ave b een an extravagan za, an d 
even if it were a su ccessfu l on e, d id it mak e a d ifferen t 
p erson ou t of an yon e in its au d ien ce? Th at is wh ere it really 
cou n ts an d wh ere all th e in stitu tion s are cou n ted . 
What religions make better p eop le and what elements of 
each religion are contribu ting factors to this? That is the 
m easu re which needs to be ap p lied, not how colorfu l, fashionable, 
lou d or any thing else the religion might be.

One Mayor, Or Eight? 


The relationship between Lincoln’s City 
Cou ncil and the m ay or’s office has v aried 
ov er the y ears according to the p ersonalities 
of the officeholders. Althou gh there hav e been 
disagreements in the p ast, one wou ld hav e 
to thorou ghly check the Lincoln history books 
to find as disagreeable a relationship as that 
ex ists between the Los Angeles City Cou ncil 
and May or Yorty . 
Bu t Lincoln mu nicip al gov ernment has one 
thing in common with ev ery other city in 
the cou ntry —- the tendency for a nu mber 
of cou ncil members to want to share the 
m ay or’s chair. 
The wish to assu me ex ecu tiv e au thority 
has been manifested of late in cou ncil debate 
ov er the c r e a t i o n of a board to ov ersee 
op erations 
of 
the 
Lincoln 
Transp ortation 
Sy stem. The cou ncil Tu esday tabled action 
on 
an 
ordinance 
establishing 
a 
bu s 
transp ortation board after deadlocking 3-3 on 
a p rop osed amendment to the ordinance. The 
issu e will ap p arently be resolv ed only by 
a fu ll sev en-member cou ncil. 
At issu e is how strong a role the cou ncil 
shou ld p lay in administering the new bu s 
sy stem — p recisely , how mu ch control it 


shou ld hav e ov er the ap p ointment and remov al 
of the sy stem 's manager. 
At least three cou ncil members, Merle 
Hale, Dick Hartsock and Bob Siky ta, feel 
that the cou ncil and the may or jointly shou ld 
v ote on the ap p ointment or remov al of the 
bu s sy stem’s general manager. “ The remov al 
p ower is the issu e. W’e shou ld keep control 
ov er remov al,” Hale said. 
Helen Boosalis and Stev e Cook — joined 
by Richard Baker on the amendment v ote 
— feel, howev er, that the remov al of a bu s 
sy stem manager, as with other city dep art­ 
ment heads, is an administrativ e fu nction of 
the may or’s. They su p p ort an amendment 
to 
the 
bu s 
ordinance 
p rov iding that 
“ a 
manager may be remov ed from office only 
after a resolu tion of the transp ortation board 
calling for su ch remov al has been ap p rov ed 
by ex ecu tiv e order of the m ay or.” The cou ncil 
wou ld not take p art in the remov al. 
Mrs. Boosalis, as in the p ast, is again 
on hand to remind some cou ncil colleagu es 
of the intent of the City Charter and of 
the fact that the strong may or form of 
gov ernment was ap p rov ed by a v ote of 
p eop le of Lincoln.

LONDON — These are hard 
day s on Uncle Sam. In Asia, 
the Old Gentleman is denou nc­ 
ed as an imp erialist, and in 
Eu rop e as an isolationist. One 
p lace it is said he is too rich 
and p owerfu l, the other that he 
is too p oor and tired to p lay his 
historic role in the world , 


In Peking and Moscow, they 
say they want him to go home, 
and in Toky o, Bonn, Paris and 
London, they ’re afraid he will. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
v oices 
of 
America shou t at him both to 
stand steady and p u ll back, and 
President Nix on, tu gged this 
way and that, does one thing 
one day and another the nex t, 
try ing to keep some kind of 
balance. 


W ell, ii it’s any consolation to 
the President — and it p ro­ 
bably isn’t — the leaders in 
Peking and Moscow hav e some 
of the same p olitical p roblems, 
only — and it’s a big difference 
— they don’t hav e to ex p lain in 
p u blic what they do.

Chinese 
P e o p l e ' s 
Rep u blic has recently been ex ­ 
p laining to the Chinese officials 
why it inv ited President Nixon 
to Peking after denou ncing his

Moscow has been ev en more 
activ e. 


It has been annou nced ou t of 
the 
Sov iet 
cap ital 
t h a t 
Chairman Brezhnev is going to 
Paris, that Prem ier Kosy gin is 
going to Canada in October, 
and

Chancellor 
Willy 
Brandt of West Germany is 
going to Moscow this month. 


So what is going on now, at 
least on the su rface, is p ro­ 
p aganda war of statements, 
broadcasts, 
and 
dip lomatic 
v isits by p olitical bigshots to 
u nex p ected 
cap itals. 
May be 
there is something 
ominou s 
behind 
all 
this, 
bu t 
all 
gov ernments seem to be mov ­ 
ing their p oliticians and not 
their military div isions arou nd, 
and this is not a bad ex ­ 
change. 


If y ou wander arou nd the 
cap itals oi the world these day s 
and listen to the p rop aganda 
and watch the p eop le, one thing 
is fairly clear. All gov ernments 
are in trou ble. 


They cannot deal with the 
comp lex ities of modern ife or 
meet the ex p ectations of their 
p eop le, try as 
they 
might, 
whether u nder the Democratic, 
socialist, 
or 
c o m m u n i s t 
sy stems. There are simp ly too 
many p roblems, bu t it is easy 
to find ex cu ses or dev ils, and 


the most p rominent of these 
now is Uncle Sam. 


He is the British John Bu ll of 
the last age. He has p olitical 
and economic interests all ov er 
the world. What he does to de­ 
fend his interests in Asia hu rts 
his interests in Eu rop e. When 
he tries to establish normal 
relations with Peking, he is 
accu sed of du mp ing 
Chiang 
Kai-Shek on Taiwan and being 
hostile to the Sov iet Union, and 
ev en indifferent to the interests 
of Jap an. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
All 
this 
makes 
for 
big 
statements by p oliticians ou t of 
the world cap itals and 
big 
headlines in the p ress, bu t their 
statements sou nd more imp or­ 
tant than they actu ally are. 


The imp ortant thing now is 
that all the major gov ernments 
sense that they are mov ing into 
the world bey ond the disp u tes 
of the last world war and ev en 
bey ond 
Vietnam, 
and

try ing to find ou t, by a series of 
dip lomatic 
v isits, 
what 
the 
shap e of the new p ost-Vietnam 
world is going to be. 


The commu nist gov ernments 
are carry ing on all the old 
p rop aganda t h e m e s against 
Unde Sam, bu t Washington 
and Moscow are talking abou t 


the control of strategic arms at 
Vienna, Nix on and 
Prem ier 
Chou 
En-Lai 
together 
in 
Jap anese and 


are 
getting 
Peking, 
t h e 
A m e r i c a n 
cabinets are meeting this week 
in 
Washington, 
and 
t h e 
American and 
E u r o p e a n 
p arliamentarians are conv en­ 
ing in Paris. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
Meanwhile, there is the most 
intense discu ssion among the 
financial ex p erts of all the 
major trading nations abou t the 
organization of a new monetary 
sy stem in the world. Mu ch 
more than is generally realiz­ 
ed, p riv ate talks are in p ro­ 
gress abou t the p ractical p ro­ 
blems of international trade 
and finance, and abou t the 
common interests of the major 
trading ations rather than their 
differences. 


So there is a basic difference 
between the p riv ate and p u blic 
relations of the major nations. 
The attack on Uncle Sam by 
some gov ernment p rop aganda 
agencies and by newsp ap ers, 
ev en in the Western cou ntries, is 
intense, bu t in p riv ate, seriou s 
attem p ts are being made to 
find common answers to com­ 
mon p roblems, not only within 
the non-commu nist world bu t 
across the Iron Cu rtain.

The NU plant pathologist ex- 


plained that hot, dry weather 
the past three to four weeks 
has been generally unfavorable 
for disease development and 
that these conditions have been 
responsible for checking the 
SCLB 
growth 
across 
the 


state. 


According to Dr. Wysong it is 


too early to say definitely how 
much yield depression was 
caused due to SCLB. He added 
that other factors seem to be 
more instrumental in yield 
losses at this time.

John Kissack told rne," Van 
Pelt said, "that such a hearing 
system could cost the state $1 
million. The other alternative is 
compulsory insurance which is 
cumbersome and hasn't solved 
the problem in states which 
have it."

e q u i v a l e n t , 


mathematically, of leading one 
to the king, but for the sake of 
simplicity let's say that if you 
lead a diamond instead of a 
club you plan to go up with the 
king after North follows low.) 


Probably most players would 


lead a club at trick six on the 
theory that if the king lost to 
South's ace they would be bet- 
ter able to gauge the diamond 
guess later on. They would plan 
to play the king of diamonds 
from dummy, rather than the 
jack, when they eventually led 
a diamond to dummy. They 
would reason that with South 
having 
the ace of clubs 


would be less likely to have the 
ace of diamonds than North. 


While there is some merit to 


this theory, the fact is that 
leading a club to the king is not 


nearly as good a play as a dia- 
mond to the king. In order to 
prove this, let's first dismiss 
those cases where North has 
the ace of clubs or the A-Q of 
diamonds, for in all such cases 
you would automatically make 
the contract. 


There are 
only t h r e 


pertinent holdings where your 
choice of plays can affect the 
outcome, namely, where North 
has the ace of diamonds and 
South the queen; where North 
has the queen and South the 
ace; and where South has the 
A-Q (as well as the ace of 
clubs). 


Note that if you play a club to 


the king, you will be successful 
only when North has the dia- 
mond ace. But if you start by 
playing a diamond to the king, 


you will succeed not only when 
North has the ace, but also 
when South has both missing 
diamond honors. The reason 
you are successful when South 
has A-Q-A is that he 
is 


endplayed and cannot a v o i d 
handing you a trick when he 
wins the king of diamonds with 
the ace.

- A new pre-trial r e l e a s e 
procedure, which is expected 
tft(1 significantly 
reduce 
the 


number of bail bonds required 
by the Municipal Court, will be 
initiated next 'week, Presiding 
Judge Thomas J. McManus 
said Thursday. 


• The new program will utilize 
the court's probation office to 
make background checks on 
whether a person charged with 
an offense should have a bail 
bond set to assure his court 
appearance on a designated 
date. 


McManus said the Municipal 


Court has been "liberal" in 
releasing persons on their own 
recognizance but the judges 
have largely had to make this 
determination on their own 
personal knowledge 
of 
the 


defendant and court records. 


Questionnaire Required 


Now, McManus said, when a 


person is arraigned in court 
and pleads innocent, the judge 
will instruct him to step across 
the hall to the probation office 
where he will be interviewed 
and a background question- 
naire completed. 


If the investigation — which 


will take about 15 minutes — 
indicates a bail bond should be 
imposed, the judge will set an 
appropriate amount. 


If no bond is indicated by the 


investigation, 
the defendant 


will be released on his own 
personal 
recognizance, 
ac- 


cording to McManus.

With four of the five tournaments used to determine 


the award winner, Bahensky holds a slim lead over Jim 
White of Hastings and Charlie Borner of North Platte and 
Mike Ley of Lincoln are still in the running. 


The final tournament, the Indian Summer Open, is 


scheduled for the Lochland Country Club at Hastings on 
Oct. 9-10. 


Ironically, neither Bahensky nor his two closest pursuers, 


White and Borner, has won any of the tournaments used 
the point tabulation to determine the Outstanding Nebraska 
Amateur. 


Tournament winners thus far have been Don Bridge of 


Norfolk in the Tournament of Champions at Grand Island's 
Riverside Golf Club, Rick Schultz of Omaha in the Governor's 
Sweepstakes at Lincoln's Holmes and Pioneers Parks, Jim 
Shade of Norfolk hi the Men's State Amateur and Ley in 
the Norfolk Labor Day Tournament. 


Shade, who stands in fourth place with 47% points, removed 


himself from contention by turning pro a month ago. 


Points are awarded on the basis of 20 for f i r s t place, 


19 for second, etc., through 20 places in each tournament. 


Bahensky has compiled 58% points to lead White by 


three with the one tourney remaining. Borner has 52 points 
and Ley, winner of the Norfolk tourney Monday, has 47 
points. 


The award was started four years ago by Dick Watson 


of Lincoln and Henry Hughes of Denver, partners in Golf 
Courses, Inc., an architectural and construction firm involved 
in the building of golf ocurses.

EVERYBODY'S MONEY: 


Floating Dollar Demands 
New Investment Criteria

President Nixon's order to let 


the dollar float untied to gold 
has created a new set of 
criteria for reassessing invest- 
ment portfolios. 


With the dollar worth less in 


conversion into foreign 
ex- 


changes and less in domestic 
buying power as a result of a 
further 
price 
r i s e , .in- 


discriminate d u m p i n g of 
equities — shares and other 
evidences of proprietorships — 
in order to get depreciated 
currency seems irrational. 


But in light of the fluid con- 


ditions, the prudent will seek 
balance in their investment 
structure. Bonds in the last 
several years'offered excep- 
tionally high yield as investors 
were in effect demanding a 
premium in order to offset any 
future 
inflation 
( d o l l a r 


depreciation). Well rated bonds 
are still offering a hig return. 
An alternative for the portion 
of a portfolio to be in fixed 
dollars, that is, bonds, conven- 
tional annuities, mortgages and 
savings deposits is offered by 
bond mutual funds. 


A recent survey disclosed 


that numerous bond mutual 
funds were yielding between 
7% and 7Va% at a time when 
the average return was under 
3%. While most of the band 
mutual funds invest in straight 
bonds, the Harbor Fund buys 
convertibles and thus provides a 
possible inflation hedge.
